Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  for  1951. 

With  the  exception  of  measles  the  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  was  low.  The  continued  absence  of  diptheria  is  especially 
satisfactory  but  largely  depends  on  the  maintenance  of  a high  level 
of  immunisation  in  the  child  population.  The  incidence  of  tuber- 
culosis remained  satisfactorily  low  with  less  than  one  case  of 
respiratory  tuberculosis  per  1,000  of  population.  I have  studied  in 
detail  the  five  infant  deaths  and  consider  none  of  these  were  preven- 
tible.  The  General  picture  of  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year 
is  satisfactory. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee, 
the  Clerk  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  your  interest  and 
co-operation.

Ambulance  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Nursing 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  this  : the  Home  Helps  are  engaged 
on  an  hourly  basis  and  are  available  for  maternity  cases  and  cases 
of  illness. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  continued  weekly,  Ante  and  Post-Natal 
Clinics  are  now  held  on  alternate  weeks.  The  help  of  the  ladies  on 
the  voluntary  committee  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  again 
gratefully  acknowledged. 

School  Medical  Inspection 

The  school  medical  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
Medical  Inspection  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
County  Council. 

The  School  Clinics  continued  as  usual  at  Rishton  comprising 
Minor  x\ilments,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic  and  Dental  Clinics. 
Unfortunately,  no  dental  officer  was  available  throughout  the  year. 

Immunisation  Clinics  were  held  regularly  at  the  Welfare  Centre. 

Hospitals 

No  Hospitals  or  Registered  Nursing  Homes  existed  within  the 
Urban  District. 

Health  Education 

The  services  outlined  above  are  available  to  all  and  are, 
generally  speaking,  well  used.  Efforts  are  made  to  secure  a wider 
use  of  the  Health  Services  by  the  personal  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors,  School  Teachers  and  others. 
Posters  are  exhibited  at  the  Town  Hall,  Welfare  Centre,  Clinics,  and 
in  the  Schools. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  Accrington  District  Water  Board  undertake  this 
service  and  make  the  necessary  tests  of  the  quality  of  the  water. 
The  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient  as  every  house  is  served, 
no  extension  of  piped  supplies  has  been  required.  The  conversion, 
as  time  goes  on,  of  waste  water  to  fresh  water  closets  will,  however, 
increase  the  water  needs  of  the  district. 

Drainage  and  Sewage 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors  and  Great 
Harwood  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  and  extends  to  all  premises  save  a 
few  isolated  farms.  Periodical  testing  and  flushing  was  carried  out. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

Further  details  regarding  Sanitary  circumstances.  Housing  and 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,  are  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.

The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  area  was  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  County  Council  in  association,  and 
one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is  only  a few  yards  outside  the 
boundary  of  the  Urban  District. 

This  Dispensary  is  regularly  open,  with  a full  clerical  and 
health  visiting  staff.  One  consultant  and  one  other  Tuberculosis 
Officer  attend  several  times  a week  to  see  patients  recommended  for 
consultation  by  local  practitioners,  or  cases  found  by  the  Medical 
Officers  in  course  of  routine  work  in  schools,  ante-natal  or  welfare 
clinics.

Housing  Conditions 

The  general  observations  as  to  housing  conditions,  are  as 
follows  : — 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  stone-built  and  of  the  working- 
class  type — without  baths  and  the  closets  are  on  the  waste  water 
system. 

There  are  no  back-to-back  houses,  nor  are  there  any  back-to- 
earth  types  of  houses. 

Since  the  war,  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  new 
houses  for  cases  of  overcrowding  and  those  in  lodgings. 

Although  the  applicants  are  still  numerous,  and  the  number  of 
new  applications  is  equal  to  the  houses  erected,  one  senses  a feeling 
that  the  difficulties  are  not  as  insurmountable  as  previously. 


The  repair  of  houses  built  prior  to  the  1914-1918  war  can  be 
divided  into  three  classes  : — 

1.  Houses  which  are  150  years  old,  originally  built  as  back  to 
back,  to  house  farm  labourers  with  hand  loom  weaving  experience, 
who  later  became  fully  employed  in  the  cotton  industries  in  the 
early  part  of  the  industrial  revolution.  Some  of  these  houses  still 
exist,  were  reconditioned  and  made  into  “ Through  " houses  in  the 
early  part  of  this  century,  and  do  not  possess  many  amenities.  In 
my  opinion,  they  have  served  their  purpose  as  dwelling-houses. 

2.  Others  about  100  years  old,  built  in  rows,  are  indeed  a 
problem.  They  are  in  need  of  repair  and  are  deteriorating  quickly. 

3.  Those  built  during  this  century  on  the  whole  are  not  so 
badly  neglected.  I would  say  that  amongst  this  type  of  property, 
owner-occupiers  have  increased  considerably  since  the  war.  Large 
back  bedrooms  have  been  partitioned,  baths  and  inside  W.C.’s  have 
been  installed,  and  these  houses  brought  to  a standard  of  fitness 
equal  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  Tribute 
should  be  paid  to  these  new  owner-occupiers  who  have  received  no 
subsidies  and  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  materials,  very  little 
assistance. 

Between  these  owner-occupied  houses  are  those  of  similar  type 
which  are  tenanted  and  the  landlords  find  it  very  difficult  to  finance 
the  repairs  required.  Consequently  only  extremely  urgent  repairs 
are  carried  out. 

Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses 

The  construction  of  a further  100  houses  is  contemplated.
